was heralded as marking a new era 
in transportation. 


Other unique features included 
in the construction of this air- 
cooled car, were the use of a wood 
frame which has been steadily 
adhered to in all Franklin produc- 
tion since that date, full elliptic 
springs and a great reduction in 
the amount of unsprung weight, or 
weight carried below the springs 
in the chassis. 

This new car also used the first 
valve-in-head construction, and 
was the first to appear with a 
throttle control and with a float 
feed carburetor. 


In 1907 use of an automatic spark 
advance was started by Franklin 
engineers. 

Other advances which Franklin 
has pioneered in its twenty-five 
years of motor car manufacturing 
include the use of a centrifugal air 
cleaner, to keep the dust from en- 
tering the motor with the fresh 
gases, the use of a casehardened 
crankshaft, the use of aluminum in 
the pistons. and the use of Dur- 
alumin in the connecting rods. 

In 1910 the present system of 
controlled air volume in cooling 
the motor, was started by Frank- 
lin engineers, making the power 
plant entirely independent of the 
motion of the car, for its cooling 
and directly proportioning the 
cooling rate to the amount of heat 
generated in the motor.
